Abstracts of Decisions of the Supreme 
Court of tlie State of \Vl»cotts»n,rtiartc 
June IStb, being the first day of tho 
June TeriM, 1861. 


(ST TEE REPORTER;) 


D.rxoX, C. J, 
Where a warrant of at- 


tachment is good upon its face, and issued 
from a court of competent jurisdiction, the 
officer who executes it caanot be subjected 
to an;action on account of any defects or 
irregularities iurthe issuing of tha writ of 
which,'we had no knowledge, aud this rule 
applies, .whether the action against the offi- 
cer isibrought by the party against whom 
the process is issued, or by a stranger. 


Where the action is brought by the party 


against whom such, process issued, the pro- 
cess itself is a, complete justification, but 
where the action is by another person who 
claims title to the property seized, under a 
transfer from the.-delenda.nt in the attach- 
ment,1 and the transfer is sought to be im- 
peached as fraudulent against creditors, it 
then-becomes necessary tor the oilicer not 
only to show that he acted under a writ 
valid on its face, but also that .the relation 
of debtor aud creditor existed between the 
party against whom the attachment was is- 
sued, and tbe plaintiff iu such attachment; 
fur, as no one but a creditor can question 
the title of a fraudulent Aendee, such proof 
is a necessary link in the chaia of evidence 
by which the fraud.is to be^stablished. 


Where, upon a writ of attachment, in fa- 


vor of A. & Co. againat B. & C., as part- 
ners, the sheriff seized certain goods: Held, 
in an action against the sheriff, by a third 
party who claimed said goods under a pur- 
chase from B. & C., before the attachment, 
there was no error .in excluding evidence 
offered by the plaintiff, of o release of A. & 
Co. to:B., for his hall of the debt, for which 
the attachmeut was issued, as such release j 
would not, under the statute, discharge C., j 
nnlessiit was shown, either.that as between 
him and B, nothing was equitably due from, 
hici to the attaching creditors, or that B.to 
procure his release, had. paid the entire 
amount of the d»bt, and the party tender- 
ing such release in evidence not offering to 
prove either of said conditions, the release 
was immaterial. 


The declarations of a vendor of personal 


property made several days after tbe salu 
and delivery, are not admissible in evidence 
to establish fraud in ihe vendee, and on ac- 
count of the admission of such evidence, thu 
judgment in this ease is reversed. Adm'r 
of Hewes et al. vs. 1'helps. 


DIXON-, C. J. 
AVben the last day of tho 


twenty days given by statute, for taking an 
appeal from the judgment of-a justice of 
the peace, falls au Sunday, that day is to be 
excluded in the computation of the time, 
and the appeal may be taken on the follow- 
ing Monday. 
Backstaffe vs. Hanville.* 


DIXON, U. J. 
The circuit court dismiss- 


ed an appeal from a justice of the peace, 
on the ground that the costs of the justice, 
in the action, appeared by the transcript of' 
hia docket not to have been paid within the 
time limited hy (he statute, but appeared 
to have been paid after the time limited by 
the statute within which to appeal. 
Held, 


that the order (lic-missing said appeal was 
erroneous. Goilisg vs. Harder. 


DIXON, C. J. 
A and B made their note 


payable to C, or bearer, with a mortgage 
to secure the same, and C transferred the 
note to D and E ii'nd assigned to them the 
mortgage. Held, in a suit by D and E 
against A, and tbe administrators and heir's 
of B, (deceased) to foreclose the mortgage, 
that O was a competent witness for the 
plaintiffs, to prove that certain moneys, etc., 
alleged by the defendants to have been paid 
and delivered by B in his lifetime to C, in 
payment of the note after it was due, aud 
before.'the assignment, were not paid .and 
deliveredin discharge of the note, but were 
paid and delivered in settlement of an ac- 
count due from B to a firm of which C 
was a member. 


The :language "assignor of a contract or 


thing in action," iu section 51 of chapter 
1ST ofitlw Revised Statutes of 1858,-rwas 
not intended to include a person who trans- 
fers a note or bill by endorsement or by de- 
livery.'

Rumor* About a Compromise. 


There are various rumors about a com- 


promise with the traitors. 
We put no faith 


in them. They are circulated by northern 
traitors who wish to embarrass the govern- 
ment and operate upon congress, which 
commences its session on the fourth of July. 
No compromise will be tolerated at tbis 
time. When the rebels lay down their arms 
•nd their leaders are hung, there will be 
peace; and whoever proposes such a dis- 
grace to the American people as a compro- 
mise, without these preliminaries, will re- 
eeive their indignant execrations. 


Tbe State Loan and tUe Banks. 


It is said that despatches have been re- 


ceived in this city, to-day, announcing that 
the state loan has been taken by the banks, 
•nd that an arrangement has been made 
whereby all the banks, except the ten which 
have made assignments, will retire their 
•ecessiou stocks, and replace them with 
those of Wisconsin. 


We do not know what the details of this 


arrangement are. 
It has been variously 


reported ; the latest statement we find in 
the Free Democrat. According to this 
thtre is an absolute sale of $500,000 of 
"Wisconsin stale stocks, at 75 cents on tbe 
dollar, for which the state receives 60 per 
cent, in specie, and 40 per cent, in bills se- 
cured by Wisconsin and United States 
stocks. The Wisconsin stock thus pur- 
ehased is to be parceled out to the banks in 
the current list, secured principally by se- 
cession stocks, to take the place of the lat- 
Isr in the hands of the bank comptroller, 
which are to be sold, and the balance neces- 
sary to make their securities good, to be 
made up by the owners of the banks. 


This, of course, makes the bills ultimate- 


ly good, bnt they will be depreciated to the 
same extent that the well secured bills are 
now. 
The difficulty with them will be that 


they will not be convertible into specie.— 
Hence we conclude that exchange will rule 
nearly as high under this arrangement &i> 
it does now. -If this should be the cane, we 
tee no course fcr business men to take but 
lo receive the bills secured in this way, as 
well as all others, at {heir specie value. If 
they do not, exchange will be as high as it 
has been. 


The amount of secession stock retired 


under this arrangement, is $938,500, worth 
now in New York $379,905, and the amount 
of circulation to be sustained by the propos- 
ed arrangement is $1,731,000.

WASHINGTON, June 25. 


Special to World — A citizen of Alexan 


dria reached there to day from Manassat 
Junction. He has been confined for three 
Hays. A large number of prisoners are 
there. _ He gives painful accounts of tbe 
condition of the rebel forces during the f 
days he was a prisoner. 
He neither hac 


bread or water. He underwent an exami 
nation before 3 persons, beaded by Wm. 
Porcber Miles from South Carolina, result 
ing- in his liberation. 
On being liberated 


he made his way to the Potomac in order 
to escape. He found the roads blockades; 
by rocks and trees, filled to resist the pas 
aage of troops within five miles of Manas 
sas Junction. When he was dismissed he 
was informed that their troops would be in 
Washington in less than two weeks, and ii 
he should be caught there he would be 
hung. He heard them boast of the im 
mensity of their force, but did not believe 
there were 5,000 men there. Fully one 
quarter of them are well armed with sho 
<*uns, while many were not armed at all; — 
1'he scarcity of water caused a great deal 
of sickness among the rebels. 


Scouts who have returned from within 


the vicinity of Fairfax Court House today, 
report that the enemy has erected batteries 
lalf a mile north-east of the courthouse 
The roads leading from this direction had 
>een obstructed, by trees being felled in all 
'.evel places. 


This destruction of all the roads precludes 


the idea that the rebels will advance. The 
same view is sustained in the fact that the 
•oads leading to Fairfax have been newly 
cleared up.

As INCIDENT AT THE MILWAUKEE RlOT 


—We copy the following from the corres 
pondence of the Chicago Tribune :— 


Perhaps the incident fraught with tb

5 -Vclock in the afternoon. The mob ha 
taken possession of the brass six-pounder 
belonging to the Washington Artillery Com 
pany, and loaded them with heavy charge 
of chains, nails and slugs. Captain Hers 
berg, of the artillery, endeavored to kee 
the gnus in his care, but his men, unde 
threats from the mob, would not obey him 
The Zouaves, and a detachment from th 
Racine companies, were despatched to ca] 
cure the guns at all hazards. 
They procee 


ed to the ground, took a position right L 
the teeth of the cannon, cocked their mus 
kets, and Captain Hibbard gavo the orde 
that if a single muscle was moved towar 
the guns by the rioters, to shoot them dow 
without ceremony. 
The mob became muc 


enraged thereat, and brandished knives an 
pistols freely, but not a man moved towarc 
the guns. The horses were then bitcbec 
on, and guarded by the military. Tbe can 
non were taken off and planted so as t 
guard Spring street bridgeund Main stree 
from the north—more for the purpose o 
keeping them out of the hands of the rab 
ble, than from any idea that it would b 
necessary to use them. They still remai 
in position, and the streets and jail ar 
guarded by files of soldiers..

The second regiment arrived here last 


night »t 11 o'clock, in good health and spir- 
its, with the exception of Albert Stickney. 
He was on t»-e top of the cars and got un- 
der t. bridge ihat was too low, which hurt 
him badly. He is in a bad condition and 
I have no hopes of his recovery. 


The reception of our regiment ,in Ohio 


was highly gratifying.

ceived in Janeaville—that was our home 
Bntt was to be expected ; bnt above all and 
more than all, the state of Ohio deserves 
our highest praise and gratitude, especially 
Cleveland, for the many favors shown to 
onr regiment.

This is Sunday, and I have been on guard

THE BANK RIOT at MILWAUKIEIE,, 


Further Particulars. 


From the Wisconsin of Tuesday Evening. 


TEE PLACES THAT WERE PttLAGtD, 


The Second '.Yard Bank was not destroy- 


ed as was stated yesterday. The rioters 
stopped there, and were about to bombard 
it, when the president came out and assur- 
ed them that he would consent to any ar- 
rangement that might be made,or something 
to that effect, when they apparently became 
satisfied in that quarter, and moved off.— 
They were preceded by a band' of music, 
and had a flag with some German motto 
upon it, the substance of which was that 
they were going to attack all the banks at 
nine o'clock. 
They came down East Wa- 


ter street furiously, and we understand it 
wt.s their first intention to attack the Jn- 
neau Bank. 
We have heard it stated 


that this bank was prepared for them, 
but know not how true.it is. It in said 


streets looked threateningly tapon the scene. 


There were fall-1,000 armed soldiers and 


citizens on duty in the city last night. The 
companies, were as follows, taken in the or- 
der of their arrival, besides those belonging 
here. All the companies ere fall, some of 
them having as many as one hundred arid 
twenty-five men :

THE WORST OUTRAGE 0." ALL. 


Perhaps the worst outragt of all, was the 


sacking of the loun and insurance agency 
office of Allis & McGregor, because they 
happened to have their olfice under tbe 
State Bank. These gentlemen have no offi- 
cial connection whatever with any of the 
banks, but are peacefully and honorably 
pursuing a legitimate business, and yet find 
themselves mobbed out-of their office, and 
very many of their valuable papers destroy- 
ed. Mr. Merrill, the agent of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., of New York, suffered 
similarly. If any argument was needed to 
prove the outrageous "character of a mob, it 
can be found in this instance. 


ACTION TAKES BY GOV. RANDALL. 


Shortly after tho riot commenced, a mcs 


sage was sent to the governor, who ordered 
the Zouaves to disperse the rioters, and also 
sent back a dispatch that he should forwarr! 
military aid with arms, and that the mob 
must be put down AT ALL HAZARDS. 


Accordingly, yesterday afternoon the peo- 


ple of the city were rejoiced at the arrival 
here from Racine, of Col. Halbert E. Paine, 
with two armed military companies from 
the 4lh regiment, encamped at Racine.— 
They were the Hudson City Guards, Capt. 
D. C. Roundy, and ,the Geneva Independ- 
ents, Capt. D. M. White. .We say the citj 


as rejoicod, because a "large number ol 
risbners had been taken, and the Germans- 
ad threatened'that they were coming down 
) rescue' them. There were no fears ol 
iem, because by tuis time the citizens had 
athered together enough arms to interpose 
ufficieut resistance against another out- 
reak.

After the arrival of the two Racine com- 


)anies, it was understood that the rioters 
md a couple of brass field pieces in the vi 
:inity of the hay stand, at the intersection 
if Biddle with Market and East Water 
tr'eets. • Brig. Gen. King rode up.ana re- 
iuestfcd that they surrender them to the an- 
horitifs ot the city. They refused. He 
hen rode back and, gave orders to the Ra- 
cine companies, and tho Zouaves, to go 
tind take them, which they did without much 
opposition. Tho crowd hooted and jeered 
at tha soldiers, und threw some rocks and 
clubs; at them, but uo one was hurt, and.the 
cannon were taken. They are beautiful, six 
pounders, and one of them was subsequent- 
ly stationed so as to command Spring st. 
bridge;'tho other, was placed -in Main st. 
near Wisconsin. Between eight and nine 
o'clock two armed companies came from 
Madison, from the 5th regiment encamped 
at that place.

CITY GUARDED AT DIFFERENT POINTS. • 
Between eleven and twelve o'clock at 


night two more armed companies arrived 
from the 4th regiment, at Racine, to-wit: 
theSheboygan Co. Voi.;nteers, Capt. E. B. 
Gray, and the Columbia Co. Rifles, Capt. 
Bailey." The men composing all these com- 
panies are stalwart and strong, and come 
prepared . to enforce law and order, let it 
cost what it may. They were all stationed 
in different parts of the city last night, and 
the Zouaves and Montgomery Guards, and 
_Capt. Liudeman's company were also .on 
duty all night. Armed citizens were also 
on guard, at different points. Some were 
about the jail, some at the banks, some at 
the residences of bankers; "some at the 
bridges, while others were kept in reserve, 
to await any signal that might be given.— 
The city fairly seemed as if the seat of war 
had been transferred from Alexandria tOi 
Milwaukee. 
One could hardly get through 


a street on the east side of the river, but he 
would run against "federal" pickets, while 
.the fierce Columbiads that stood in the 


pitch, and stationed themselves; at the foot 
of Michigan street, by the river. They ran 
so like mad man, that the crowd made way 
for them, hardly thinking why. They at 
once began to play on the fire; Botnrilh- 
standin j they were threatened by the mob, 
and there were only 15 of them to man the 
brakes. At one time the crowd made a 
rush for them, and few citizens went to 
their rescue. At this time they were play- 
ing on the fire, to keep it from the build- 
ings, and also upon the mob. 


THE GALI-ANT CHARGE OP.THE ZOUAVES. 
As the crowd were rushing towards them, 


their case fairly seemed a desperate one, 
wild the river behind them, and only fifteen 
or NO against a thousand. 
One of their 


number, named Sidebotham, had been 
struck with a rock and knocked from the 
brakes. 
Art-hor Dadd who had bold of the 


houe, had also been struck on the leg with 
a stone. Others also, had been hurt. 
At 


thin crisis, the cheering "Rally 1" of the 
Zouaves was heard, as they came on their 
running charge up the street, and it gave 
new life to the liretnen, while it distracted 
the crowd. 


They turned back and hardly knew what 


to do, but they quickly started on a run, 
whilo tbe Zouavesi advanced. 
At theinter- 


section of East Water and Michigan streets 
they formed a holiow square, one line ad- 
vancing against the mob with bayonets and 
muzzles iu range. They had stern instruc- 
tions that the first man who fired without 
orders would be cut down in the ninka-, 
while at tbe same time, if orders were giv- 
en, they must not fail to fire. It was a 
sublime spectacle—those young, but valiant 
heroes, a hundred strong, putting to flight 
a mob of thousands. Their.praise has been 
upon the lips of all ever since. Capt. Hib- 
bard led them on like the brave young man 
he,is. Lieut. Oliver, in defending one of 
his comrades, is said, to have struck at t-Ue 
assailant with his sword, cutting off two or 
three of his fingers. Another of the mob 
is said to have got cut badly in tbe neck by 
one of the Zouaves, who struck him in self- 
defence. 
The assailants'certainly cannot 


expect to be able to handle edged tools with- 
out getting cut. 


INCIDENTS A\I> IX.TCUIE3. 


We bear of no one who was in any way 


badly injured except Charley Larkin, who 
was tt teller in Mr. Mitchell's bank, W. B. 
Miller, book-keeper iri the bank, and G. A. 
Starkweather. JGarkin was attempting to 
»et out of the bank, when they seized'him 
and would almost have killed him had he 
not been rescued. Mr. Starkweather came 
ilown from his law office, over the' State 
Bank, to appease the crowd, when they si-it 
upon him and beat him badly. Mr. Mitch- 
ell was not hurt.as stated, although it is al- 
most a miracle. that he was .not, as the 
stones 9ew around him without mercy when 
he attempted to speak. J. B. Martin was 
was not hiirt as stated, although, he wr.s 
choaked and thumped about considerably. 
He finally ran into a store across the street,' 
and escaped on the river by a boat. 
The 


occupants of the State Bank escaped by 
the stairs leading to the roof, .and having 
reached the roof repaired to an' adjoining 
store and descended. 


The banks will bo in operation again in 


two. or three days. In fact, Mr. Mitchell in- 
formed us last evening, -that he . should be 
ready again for business to-day. The Far- 
mers^ Millers' Bank have thrown out, an 
additional number of country banks to-day, 
but the other ba.nks;.are decidedly:..opppsed 
to the movement, and are inclined to do all 
they possibly can to prevent any farther vi- 
olence.
